Elements that did not figure in the prepri- 
mary registration are expected to bring out 
women who have hitherto neglected the 


franchise. 


Hope to Get Unorganized Voters. 

It id predicted by some that the larger 
portion of the new voters will come from un- 
organized sources, not usually influenced 


by political considerations. 

Activity among naturalized citizens pre- 
sages a big outpouring of women in those 
sections. There has been a noticeable in- 
clination on the part of women who boast 
Irish and German stock to get on the books. 

Many foreign born women will likely go to 
the polls as the result of a letter sent out 
on Sunday by Bishop Paul P. Rhode, vicar 
general of the archdiocese of Chicago. 
Bishop Rhode is the first Polish prelate 
named in this country. 

Word reached him last week that many 
women of Polish, Bohemian, Croatian, and 
Slavonic origin hesitated to register without 
church sanction. 


Bishop Rhode Urges Women. 

Accordingiy, Bishop Rhode sent the fol- 
lowing letter to churches uncer his juris- 
diction: 

„ Catholic women of Illinois, in complete 
harmony with the teaching of the chufch, 
should all accept the new prerogative of 
their citizenship with which they have been 
invested by the extension of sufirage to 
them by law. 

Conditions demand that they be not re- 
luctant to exercise their right of voting, but 
on the contrary that they take a lively 
interest in the political life of the country. 
Let them do this provided they do not for- 
get their home, their duties toward their 
famiiies, and provided that their interest in 
politics be at all times dignified, modest, and 
in agreement with the dictates of their con- 
science. 


“Shun Blind Partisanship.” 

„Let them shun bund partisanship, be- 
ware of demagogues, and hold fast te the 
ideals of Christian motherhood, Christian 
maidenhood, and earnest citizenship. 

Let the Catholic women remember the 
debt of gratitude to society and to the state 
for the benefits which they and all enjoy 
under its protection. When entering the 
polling place or voting booth no other mo- 
tives should actuate them than the welfare 
of the state, the good of society, and above 
all the protection of the family life of the 
nation and of sound principles." 

Priests of English speaking Catholic 
churches also are said to have urged women 
to register whenever their advice has been 
sought. This course has also been taken by 
ministers of other faithe. 


85,000 at Least. 

Mrs. Harriette Taylor Treadweil, president 
of the Chicago Political Equality league. pre- 
dicted there will be u registration of at least 
85,000 women today. “I think that 85,000 
more régistrations of women voters is a 
most eonservative estimate,” said Mra, 
Treadwell. “An intelligent woman. will pe 
paige. to say she did not register.”

JUDGES DEFY FEDERAL ORDER 
HOLDING UP CLERKS’ SALARIES. 


Landis and Oarpenter Command Pay- 
ment to Employes of Clerk’s Office 


Stopped by Chiefs. 


Fifteen clerks, Seputies, aten raphera 
in the office of the ‘clerk oY the Unitea State 
District court left the federal building re 
joicing last evening. The cause of the good 


feeling was a joint order entered by Judge | 


Carpenter and Judge Landis ordering paid in 
full the employés’ back salaries for danuary 
and February, held up by orders from Wash- 
ington. 

The judges’ order amounts to a defiance of 
the Washington edict. Severai months ago 
T. C. MacMillan, elerk of the court, received 
notice from Officials of the department of 
justice to the effect that the salaries of em- 
ployés in his office must be paid out of not to 
exceed 50 per cent of the office receipts. 

This meant either salaries would have to be 
slashed or a number of clerks laid off perma- 
nently. An investigation was made by the 


judges, who found that, if anything, more. 


help was necessary and that none of the pres- 
ent force could be spared. It was found that 
50 per cent of the receipts would not cover 
the pay roll. Pending the investigation Clerk 
MacMillan withheld a part of the employés’ 
pay to conform with the departmental order. 
The receipts of the office last year amounted 
to $41,000, an increase of $5,000 over the pre- 
vious fiscal year.

Washington, D. C., March 16.—[Special.}— 
Following Secretary of State Bryan's second 
attack on Roger Sullivan in the Commoner, 
President Wilson today reiterated his de- 
termination to remain neutral in the contest 
over the Democratic nomination for senator 
for Illinois. 

Secretary Bryan did not care to amplify his 
published observations upon the candidacy 
of Mr. Sullivan, but intimated that he would 
have further comment to make from time to 
time so long as Mr. Sullivan remains in the 
senatorial race. 

The publication of Mr. Bryan's second 
arraignment of Mr. Sullivan as the tool of 
special privilege surprised the friends of the 
Chicago biscuit manufacturer, who believed 
that Bryan, if he had not been actually 
“muzzled” by the president, had taken the 
hint from Mr. Wilson's announced policy of 
neutrality. 


Sullivan Men Become Impatient. 

The Sullivan men here are beginning to 
betray some impatience with the president, 
who continues to affirm his neutrality while 
allowing the head of his cabinet to engage in 
the contest. They are beginning to murmur 
that the president doth protest too much.”

New York, March 186. [Special. From the 
interior of central Brazil, near a branch of 
the Paraguay river, news was received today 
from the Roosevelt expedition by President 
Henry Fairfield Osborn of the American 
Museum of Natural History. In a letter to 
President Osborn dated early in January at 
Saint Luiz de Caceres, Brazil, Col. Roosevelt 
stated that the expedition had begun weil 
and that already the party had collected 
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mort than 1,000 specimens of birds ana 


mammals for the museum. 

Col. Roosevelt himself and Kermit Roose- 
velt, his son, according to the letter, had 
been successful in capturing fine specimens 
of large game, including jaguars, giant ant 
bears, the peccary, and the swamp deer. 

Col. Roosevelt not only expressed his in- 
terest in the work of the museum’s expedi- 
tion in South America, but he proposed in his 
letter to start a fund for two new expedi- 
tions, and subscribed $1,000 for each expiora- 
tion party, stating that he would aid in pro- 
curing the necessary amounts. 

With reference to the proposed expeditions,

Historians, novelists, and artista, like 
ether working men, work for money. 
Therefore, when they choose war as their 
gubject they devote themselves to the thrill- 
ing, the romantic, and the horrible, aad omit 
the technical, the routine, and the detail. 

This ip true in the repreasatation of all 
wars, including the Prenco-Germaa wer. 
There was hard fighting in the Franco-Ger 
man war. There was brilliant generaiship 
en the German side. But what separated 
this war from other wars was the extraor- 
dinary preparedness for war of the German 
federation.” What made the war ao short 
and so ene sided was not leck of French 


courage, not bad French generalship. It 


was the comparatively unprepared condi- 
tion of the French army. 

The French army, of course, was ever 90 
much better prepared and ever so much bet- 
ter equipped than any army of the United 
States has been at the outbreak of war, or 
than the army of the United States is at the 
present time. If the French army of 1870 
could have met the American army of 1861 
it would have triumphed even more ensily 
than the German army of 1870 triumphed 
over it. 

This is a wholesome truth, though a dis 
tasteful one. It is the kind of a truth that 
the average politician is too lazy to face. 
Tue kind of a truth the demagogue would 
seek to make capital of by violently contra- 
dicting. It is a truth none the less.

Club Women Open War 
on Express Produce Rates. 


HE members of the Chicago Clean Food 

club opened two campaigns yesterday at 

their meeting at the Woman's City club 

rooms in the Lake View building. The 

first campaign is against the express 
companies and the interstate commerce com- 
mission for raising the rates on produce for 
short hauls. The other compaign is directed 
toward removing sidewalk obstructions in 
front of grocery stores. 

Action on the obstruction of sidewalks will 
be taken up directly with the Retail Grocers 
and Butchers’ associations at the April meet- 
ing of the club. 

Mrs. Smith presented a plan for further 
organization of neighborhood buying clubs. 
The central organization will put the smaller 
ones in touch with producers who will sell 
them fruit, vegetables, bacon, eggs, butter, 
sausage, ham, honey, and other “home” prod- 
ucts. Bach neighborhood club of twelve mem- 
bers or more shall pay to the Clean Food club 
$1 a year for the service and the producers 
who sell through the club shall turn over 1 
per cent of their receipts after they have 
sold $10 worth of goods through the club. 
The money is to be used to pay expenses of 
the club and to increase the organization 
throughout the city and suburbs. 


Differ on Best Methods 
of Aiding Child Workers. 


EW ORLEANS, La., March 16.—Differ- 
ences of opinions as to best methods of 
benefiting child workers were expressed 
here today at the tenth annual national 
child labor conference, 

The discussion started when Dr. W. H. Oates, 
chief factory inspector of Alabama, said the 
only solution was compulsory education and a 
gradual raising of the age limit governing 
mill workers. He pointed out that in many 
instances both parents and children tried to 
circumvent educational requirements demanded 
by the Alabama law and that in many cases 
parents were willing thelr children should 
work while they themselves were not em- 
ployed. 

Delegates from eastern states said that their 
experience had been that children were put to 
work because low wages made it necessary 
for the support of the family and apparently 
did not support the general theory that many 
children worked in the south or elsewhere 


with the ungrudging consent of their par- 


ents.

True maple sirup is among the dainty foods 
what the arbutus is among wild flowers. Per- 
haps that has been said before, for both are 
unique American products, and people have 
been writing about maple sugar since sixteen 
hundred and something. 

If you want a list of some of the things 
which have been written get that book., An 
Old Fashioned Sugar Camp,” by Paul Griswold 
Huston. One of the essays in this book is 


largely made up of quotations, beginning with, 


one of 1664. In 1771, when many people were 
interested in maple sugar making as an indus- 
try, a writer said: , 

“Tt is an agreeable sweet, frequently supply- 
ing the place of milk and meat, and affording 
whclesome and nourisbing foods for children.” 

It is just what our most scientific dictitians 
might say today. 

This old New Hampshire writer says: “The 
drainings of the sugar, or the last run of the 
sap, which will not granulate. are used as mo- 
lasses, to sweeten cakes, puddings, and other 
viands. A very palatable and refresning beer is 
made by boiling down the sap to a quarter part 
and fermenting it with yeast. Vinegar 
is also made by exposing the sap to the air.” 

Tf one wants to wonder at and admire the in- 
telligence of our American Indian, who passed 
on his knowledge to the early settlers, he should 
read the story of maple sugar. 

Mr. Huston, who has made sirup himself, 
tells of prodigies of eating “flapjacks” and 
maple sirup he has seen, and says he himself 
could stand the flavor three times a day the 
year around. Much that he says about the 
sugar possibilities of frosty spring nights and 
sunshiny days ts delightful.

Mrs. Young Makes Recom- 
mendations, but Board Has 
Only $2,714,000 in Sight. 


SITE PURCHASES DRAIN. 


Delegations from many city districts have 
visited the buildings and grounds committee 
of the board of education and demanded new 
scthodihouses and sites. Most of them have 
been promised relief. 

The school sites committee met yesterday. 
It was confronted with a statement showing 
the superintendent has recommended schools 
and additions which will cost about $20,000,- 
000. Of this, money has been set aside for 
buildings and additions under construction, 
less amounts paid on the contracts, amount- 
ing to §2,807,828.

The board can command during the present 
year $2,714,400. Of this $2,250,000 will be

Details of Estimate. 

The $17,392,400 worth of proposed buildings 
are divided as follows: 

Buildings authorized and appropriations 
made, for which contracts have not beén 
let, $4,707,400. 

Buildings recommended but not 
cluded in above, $12,685,000. 

The whole amount, including buildings 
under construction, amounts to $19,760,. 
228. This does not include sites, general 
repairs, alterations, permanent improve- 
ments, and equipment.

Shannon to prepare a list of lands under 
condemnation and others ready for con- 
Gemnation, and adjourned until Friday after- 
noon, when it will determine whether or not 
it will be able to put up any buildings this

of unpunished murder yesterday. 

After having been held for many months 
on a charge of having killed George Dietz, a 
women’s tailor, Mrs. Augusta Diets, the 
man’s wife, and George Nurnberg, admit- 
tedly! her sweetheart, were set free in the 
Criminal court on motion by Assistant 
State’s Attorney John T. Fleming, who said 
the state did not have sufficient evidence 
against the accused. 

After the woman and her admirer had been 
set frée State's Attorney Hoyne issued a 
statement in which he pointed out the ease 
with which women have been able to escape 
the consequences of husband murder in Cook 
county, and said it has become a public 
ecandal. He concluded by laying the blame 
on the police department, the newspapers, 
opposing lawyers, and everybody, in fact, 
but the state’s attorney's office. 


Judge Slaps at Prosecutor. 
Judge Kersten, before whom the motion to 
dismise Mrs. Diets and Nurnberg was made, 


‘suggested to Assistant State’s Attorney 


Fleming that if the state’s attorney had not 
enough evidence to warrant his bringing the 
case to trial he should not have had the cou- 
ple indicted. 

The court intimated the “ buck” could be 
passed to the police department with better 
grace: when the case was before the grand 
jury than when the case apparently had been 
given the O. K. of the state s attorney in the 
form of an indictment and was actually be- 
fore the court for final disposition. 


“Woman Criminal Worst.”

Further revelations of cubist financial

Out of a jumble of art transac- , 
tions calculated to serve as an inspiration 
for a cubist masterpiece the receiver dis- 
closed losses which go far to explain the 
why and the wherefor of the $1,000,000 pic- 
ture crash. 

From the testimony presented by Herod 
O. Cutter, one of Ricketts’ salesmen, Attor 
ney Michael Gesas, representing the Chicago 
Title and Trust company, receiver, gleaned 
that the firm had sustained losses amount- 
ing to more than $100,000. The losses came 
from sales of pictures by Ricketts below 
cost. 

Hard Up for Long Time. 

Other sources of loss were the interest 
charges on loans, collateral put up for loans, 
and numerous transactions involving en- 
changes of paintings, bonuses in the shape of 
pictures given in return for extensions on 
notes, and similar deals. It was shown Rick ; 
etts had.been hard up for money for a long 
time. Many foreclosures were made and 
pictures taken in payment. 

We were always hard up.“ Cutter said, 
in explaining his part in Ricketts’ Gnancial 
transactions. 

Tou were a salesman. How did you come 
to have so much to do with obtaining exten- 
sions on Ricketts’ loans?’ Attorney Gesas 
asked. 

Well, I was used for that purpose much 
to my regret,” Cutter said. “I should have 
preferred to attend to the selling end of the 
business. I was on a salary and commission, 
and I could have made more money if I bad 
been permitted to devote my time to sell- 
Ing.“ 

Did you have to do it all, and was it be- 
cause of your persuasive eloquence that you 
were selected?’

Ricketts didn’t keep his account in my name, 
although be did use my account to make 
deposits in.“ 

“Well, why did he do that?” 

“I can only surmise a reason. If you want 
me to, I'l) tell you what I think was the rea- 
son. It probably was because Ricketts did 
not want the big Chicago banks to know he 
had an account in Peoria and other out of 
town banks. Ricketts simply utilized my ac- 
count as a convenience.” 

“You must have been pretty successful in 
the work of obtaining extentions on loans, 
weren't you?”
